cures which have been proposed in 
the various farm credit bills pending 
before congress would not have been 
necessary if the state banks especial- 
ly those In agricu'tural regions had 
been brought into the system. 


MANY ARE ELIGIBLE

RUSS ALLIANCE IS FEARED 


Mudania Armistice Is Still Con- 


tinued, Holding Back Re- 


newal Of Hostilities 


Lausanne—Ismet Pasha, head of 


the Turkish delegation, informed the 
correspondent Monday that Turkey 
had no desire to resume hostilities 
with either Greec* or Great Britain 
as a result of the collapse of the 
Near East conference, but he em- 
phasizes that the Turkish and Eng- 
lish armies were still racing: each 
other in Ada Minor. 


Ismet said the Turks would ask 


the powers whether they consider 
the negotiations officially at an end. 
The impression prevailed among the 
conference delegates that Turkey 
would not be informed officially of 
the termination of the negotiations 
inasmuch as it was generally desired 
to continue the Mudania armistice 
thus avoiding the possible renewal 
of war.

planned to leave for Paris Monday 
afternoon.

will depart Tuesday.

MISTARD 


Mustard in the medicine cupboard serves three 


purposes. A tablcspoonful of mustard flour given in 
a glass half full of lukewarm Avater in a fairly de 
pendable emetic if nothing better is at hand in an 
emergency. But the mustard paste often adminis- 
tered on "hot dog" and other delicacies is Aveaker 
It bites and burns the stomach and excites a suf- 
ficiently artificial appetite, then it is worked by the 
suffering stomach, much as one would keep a hot 
potato moving in one's hands, and the mustard is 
finally hastened on into the intestine, which is(even 
less capable of enduring insult. 


Yet mustard is fed to children in school cafeterias 


controlled by Dietitians and like experts. Tho food 
served there is often "poor picking," if indeed any 
is let": after the teachers have been fed, but the chil- 
dren are Avelcome to all the mustard they can eat: 
they carr-eat much Avhen there is nothing good to 
fill the void. To serve mustard Avith food is a very 
frank confession or admission that the food is in- 
ferior or badly cooked. 


Mustard should be applied to the chest, not to the 


stomach. 
It stays on the chest better.

is necessary for it to do its work. When/we apply 
mustard to a patient's chest AVC do not mean to 
punish him for being sick but merely to distract his 
mind from the symptoms. Nothing is- Avorse than 
symptoms for an invalid to dwell upon, not even a 
nustard paste. 
I have known patients Avho Avere 


ill but inarticulate over their symptoms. 
All they 


could say wa"s, "It seems to have settled in my 
chest." yet they waxed eloquent when a well built 
mustard paste began Avorking over the place where 
t had settled. 


One caution I must emphasize here is that eggs 


ire high and there is no excuse for using egg white 
n the construction of mustard paste, despite the 
ssuronces of Mrs. Gamp about the egg preventing 
ilistiT'ng. It doesn't. 
Nothing will prevent blis- 


cring by a good mustard paste except Avatchfulness 
and instant removal of the paste Avhen the skin 
nder it reddens. Half mustard and half wheat flour 
ttake a strong mixture for tender skins one-fourth 
•nustard and three-fourths flour would be better, 
tioistened with enough tepid or cool water to make 
a paste. Spread upon a piece of muslin, backed with 
i piece of brown paper, the muslin folded over the 
dges of the paper and basted. The finished article 
hould be warmed comfortably and slapped on, the 
urse taking a peek every 15 minutes or less and ex- 
ricating the patient from the plaster just before 
the second commandment gives way. No one with a 
modicum of sense or a trace of humanity would 
put mustard on a child's chest. 


Mustard burns are peculiarly slow to heal 
In 


?ome cases a mustard blister is follo\ved by a ma- 
lignant overgrowth of scar tissue, known as ke- 
loid. But even if the burn does heal eventually 
without permanent ill consequence there is no ex- 
cure of inflicting such, an injury. 


Probably no other external application could serve 


the purpose so well as a mustard paste properly 
made and intelligently uged on the chest unless it be 
camphorated oil (camphor liniment), for children. 
(A little more mustard tomorrow.)

to 500 eggs. These hatch into tiny 
worm?. 
They are placed on papci 


and covered with tender 
leaves of 


the mulberry tree.

these 
leaves, 


which -!fre put on trays. Above these 
are laid other trays with fresh mul- 
berrjr leaves on them. 
The worms 


in the lower trays then climb to the 
upper trays, leaving the lOAver layer 
of trays free for cleaning. 


After feeding from 35 to 38 days, 


the Avorm attains its full length of S 
to 10 centimeters and begins spinning 
its cocoon, which takes 
about 
48 


hours. It now becomes a\ chrysalis, 
shedding its skin inside the cocoon. In 
eight to 10 days it emerges a 
full- 


grown moth. 


To obtain the silk 'from the cocoon, 


the insect must be killed before 
it 


.emerges. This is usually 'done by 
heating the cocoon in an oven, thus 
drying the occupant. 
Care must be 


taken, hoAvever, not to kill the insect 
before it reaches, the chrysalis stage, 
as that Avould spoil the silk. 


The cocoon consists 
of a 
single 


fiber 1.200 
to 1,500 yards in length, 


running from the inside to the out- 
side. By boiling the cocoon, workers 
can get hold of the^ fiber.
